What does Governor Foss think of 
the presidential boom of Governor 
Woodrow Wilson? It is true that there 
are Democratic leaders in Massachu- 
setts who are flirting with the Wilson 
men. And nobody knows it ‘better 
than Governor Foss. But he is show- 
ing his customary political astute- 
ness by keeping close to the situation 


He was asked after the Watterson- 
Harvey incident what he thought of 
the Wilson boom. He chuckled just 
as he used to when in defeat at the 
hands of Senator Lodge's machine and 
when victorious over the same ma- 
chine. “I’m just attending to busi- 
ness, old boy,” was his reply. 

It may be said with perfect candor 
that the governor feels that there is 
a good chance for his nomination for 
president, and that he expects a solid 
New England delegation behind him 
at the Democratic convention. With- 
in a week the governor has heard good 
news from the extreme west, where he 
has friends working for him. 

A New England man with a chance 
for a presidential nomination sounds 
like a leaf from the joke book, but 
Governor Foss is rather clever at up- 
setting precedents. 

Agricultural Plans 


“phe state boaru ur agriculture can- 
not be accused of failure to indicate 
what the legislature should do for the 
farming districts this year. The 
board asks for an ‘appropriation of 
$25,000 to encourage dairying, to in- 
crease the bounty to agricultural so- 
cieties by $400, to give prizes to chil- 
dren, to appropriate $5000 for special 
shows, to establish a bureau of in- 
formation regarding farms for sale, to 
appropriate $3000 tor an exhibit of the 
agricultural advantages of Massachu- 
setts at the Land and Irrigation ex- 
position in New York next November. 

Incidentally, the secretary of the 
state board wants $4500 a year salary 
and the state ornithologist wants 
$2000. 

Free Meals 

A plan to provide free meals for 
school children is causing some dis- 
cussion throughout the legislature and 
there are apparently quite a number 
of lawmakers who will vote for a 
measure of this kind. The same 
proposition has been discussed in al- 
most every large city, although in 
Massachusetts it is doubtful if any | 
authority exists tor such a scheme. | 

Morrill of Haverhill, the Socialist 
member of the house, presents the 
matter. It says that city govern- 
ments shall provide meals at a price | 
not exceeding cost, if the voters of | 
the city or tuwn accept the act. 


Taxpayers, Attention! 


George Schofield of Ipswich is re- 
ceiving many inquiries about his 
water bill, which is widespread in its 
effect upon the rights and duties of 
taxpayers. Schofield is no theorist 
in matters of legislation. During his 
period of service in the house and be- 
fore in the senate he was a sane if 
sometimes radical legislator. 


His bill says that an unpaid bill 
for water, service. pipes and their | 
appurtenances, and water meters and | 
repairs furnished by a city or town | 
shall be a lien on the estate, and that 


such bills shall be collected like un- | 
paid taxes. When President Green- 
wood of the senate looked over the bill 
he decided that the legal committee | 
of the legislature ought to be the one. 
to give it consideration and so he sent 
it to joint judiciary. 

Schofield says that the bill, while 
it may appear drastic to property own- | 
ers who neglect to pay such debts, is 


really one that will cause no con- | 
scientious property holder any un- 
easiness. 


New Insurance Idea 


It is to be noted that one of the 
amendments suggested to the work- 
ingmen’s compensation act says that 
the employer shall be allowed to car- 
ry his own insurance instead of being 
obliged to go either into the state 
company or into a private liability 
company. 

The equity of such a measure may 
seem clear, and yet the duty that it 
imposes upon the insurance commis- 
sioner is far greater than seems at 
first. Today the insurance commis- 
sioner is charged with the duty of 
keeping track of the financial re- 
sponsibilities of companies, but if this 
measure goes through he will have 
added a considerable number of con- 
cerns not: insurance companies to his 
list. It will mean a much bigger in- 
surance department than ever before.

It 
provides a separate department of the 
board of health to have charge of all 
hospitals and other institutions main- 
tained by the state for the care and 
treatment of so-called dangerous dis- 
eases. 

The duties of the trustees of hos- 
pitals for consumptives are trans- 
ferred to the new department, as are 
the duties of the state department of 
charity over lepers. In other respects 
the authority of the departments of

Bird Slaughter 

John R. Thayer of Worcester and 
Salem D. Charles of Boston, who, last 
year, prosecuted a successful fight 
against the use of scented bait, have 
a fight on this year against the de- 
struction of insect-eating birds by the 
vagrant cat. It is the old bill to H- 
cense cats, but in a completely new 
disguise. 

The cat bill this year is not a freak 
measure. It is a measure whose need 
to the state is given a great deal of 
emphasis. Frank Murphy, who is a 
member of the fish and game associa- 
tion, is the petitioner on the Dill. 
But the other prominent members of 
the association are backing it strong- 
ly. They sa} that there are probably 
50,000 vagrant cats in the state that 
ought to be put out of the world. The 
state ornithologist has pointed out 
that the destruction of native birds 
goes on by the wholesale by reason of 
wandering felines. Murphy puts the 
number of birds thus slaughtered at 
1,000,000 a year. The license fee for 
a male cat is put at $1 and for a fe- 
male cat $2. 

New Game Wardens 

The fish and game commission is 
urging the legislature to provide for 
the appointment in every town in the 
commonwealth of a game warden 
whose duties shall be identical with 
those of the present deputy commis- 
sioners on fisheries and game. This 
is only one of the things asked for. 
Five thousand dollars is wanted for 
stocking public waters with food fish. 
Legislation is urged to protect the 
clam, which the commission says is 
in danger of extinction. The com- 
mission also says that there should 
be a limit to fifteen on the numper of 
gray squirrels which may be shot in 
one year. 

Probe For Coal 

Fifty thousand dollars is asked for 
to probe the coal measurements of 
Massachusetts. The money would be 
spent by an expert under the author- 
ity of the governor and council and 
would follow the lines of Professor , 
Kdward Hitchcock’s geological report 
of Massachusetts, published fifty | 
years ago. 

For years there has always been a! 
line of talk among coal men that if | 
Massachusetts were to be exploited | 
rich coal fields would be discovered. 

No New Districts 

The new congressional redistricting 
committee has been named and the 
work of drawing some more lines 
throughout the length and breadth of 
the state is in progress. But there ig 
not a political sharp at the state house 
who believes that there will be any re- 
districting this year. 

The appointment of committees and 
the drawing of lines is for the pur- | 
pose of carrying out the form. 

It is particularly undesirable that 
any bill shall be passed before the 
spring caucuses because both Demo- 
crats and Republicans want the eight 
places at large instead of the four 
places at large that would exist under | 
the new system. | 

There would be eight places on the 
at large delegation to the national con- 
ventions because of the fact that the 
two delegates in each of the new con- 
gressional districts to which the state 
is entitled would, in the absence of 


| those districts, have to be named by 


the Republican and Democratic state 
conventions. 
Pick Billy Garcelon 
One of the younger men in the Re- | 
publican party who is almost sure to 


have a place on the at large delega- | 
tion is ex-Representative Wliliam F. ! 
| Garcelon, whose activity in the politics 


of the organization has been constant 
since he retired from the house, 
where he held the position as Repub- 
lican leader. Lodge, Crane, Froth- 
ingham, Walker and Luce will cer- 
tainly be on the delegation. That will 
Jeave two places to be filled with many 
applicants mentioned, among them 
being representatives of the new pro- 
gressive movement. 

By the way, since there are two Re- 
publican progressive movements, 
ought not each of the two have a 
place. Russell Wood or Arthur Na- 
son is suggested for the sgo-called 
militant R@publicans and Matthew 
Hale or Raymond Oveson for the plain 
progressives.

ym | WILL OWNERS, BREAK PROMISE 


Peace Conference Breaks Up When 
Their. Representatives Say They 
Have No Authority to Confer Di- 
rectly With Strikers’ Committee— 
City Filled With Clamor of Excite- 
ment Over Mammoth Parades and 
Arrival of Haywood—Strike Takes 
on Ominous Aspect Under Joint 
Leadership of Haywood and Ettor— 
Marchers Jeer at Soldiers 


Lawrence, Mass., Jan. 25.—The 
conference which it was firmly be- 
lieved would bring the representa- 
tives of the 20,000 strikers and tue 
mill Owners to some sort of under- 
standing, and lead to an early settle- 
meat of the strike, and which was 
held at the office of Mayor Scanion 
last night, in reality only widened the 
breach between the contending fac- 
tions, when the mill agents failed to 
appear. As a result, talk is rife 
among the strike leaders of a general 
strike order that will tie up practi- 
cally the whole vast textile industry 
of New England. 

Assured by Colonel Sweetser and 
the mayor that the mill owners’ rep- 
resentatives would meet the strikers’ 
committee, this committee, number- 
ing forty-eight, headed by Joseph J. 
Kttor and William D. Haywood, were 
on hand at 7 o’clock to receive them. 

Instead, Chairman Howland of the 
state board of arbitration announced 
to the committee that, while some of 
the mill agents: were in an adjoining 
room, he would like to know if a 
sub-committee could not be selected 
to talk over the grievances with the 
arbitration board and the agents. 


Ettor’s Stand 

Organizer Kttor, as chairman of the 
strike committee, said they had come 
there to talk to the mill owners or 
their accredited representatives. He 
said: “The strikers are trying to play 
the game with the cards face up, 
while the mill owners are apparently 
keeping some deuces up their sleeves, 

“We did not come here to discuss 
arbitration or hear any lecture on it, 
and if the mill owners are not here or 
are too shy to come forward and 
break the ice and confer with us, | 
shall declare the meeting adjourned. 
We will deal with them directly, and 
with no one else.” 

Mayor Scanlon then said that he 
wished to make it clear to the strik- 
ers’ committee, speaking both tor 
himself and Colonel Sweetser, that 
when he asked the committee to come 
to the conference he had done so with 
the assurance of Charles G. Wood of 
the arbitration board that the mill 
representatives would be present. He 
declared he wished it thoroughly un- 
derstood that he had acted in good 
faith, and had believed that the mill 
Owners intended to meet the strike 
committee. 


No Authority to Confer 

Chairman Howland went into an 
adjoining room, and after a brief talk 
with a few of the mill agents as- 
sembled there, returned and said that 
the representatives of the mill own- 
ers had told him that they did not 
have the authority to confer directly 
with the strikers’ committee. LEttor 
then announced the meeting ad- 
journed. 

Chairman Howland said he would 
confer further with the mill owners, 
and try and see when their repre- 
sentatives could meet the strikers. 
He asked Ettor when it would be con- 
venient for the strikers to meet the 
mill operators. kEttor replied that 
any time the mill owners felt like 
conferring with the strikers, a few 
hours’ notice would be sufficient, but 
it must be a bona-fide agreement. In 
a huff, the strikers’ committee retired 
to their headquarters for an executive 
wession. 

While Sweetser did not care to 
make an Official statement, it is 
known that he is exceedingly angry 
at the position he is involuntarily 
placed in. 

Strikers Jeer at Soldiers 

Mammoth parades, 
soldiers were booed and jeered by the 
marchers, two mass meetings and 
two executive sessions of the strikers’ 
committee, together with the arrival 
of William D. Haywood, filled this 
city with clamor of excitement 
throughout the afternoon. ‘ 

Five bands crashed out the airs of 
industrial songs and 10,000 people, 
representing nearly every European 
nationality, banded together as a 
solid textile organization, paraded the 
streets in the mammoth afternoon 
frocession. This parade culminated 
the mass meeting held on the com- 
mon, which had greeted Haywood 
wildly. 

For nearly an hour they had stood 
regardless of the cutting wind which 
swept the snow-covered area and 
listened to the speakers. Ettor acted 
as their chairman.

labor agitators was partially expended 
in the big parade. The procession, 
completely filling the thoroughfares, 
was a continuous outburst of cheering 
and songs, which even the blustering 
snowstorm failed to affect. 


Close Contact With Sentries 

The lower end of Everett mills was 
passed in the route laid out for the 
marchers, and it was here that they 
came into close contact with the sol- 
diers. They had to pass the line of 
sentries stationed there, blocking the 
remainder of Union street to their 
forces. They saluted the guard with 
their strident yells. 

Colonel Sweetser had drawn as 
many of the militia men into the 
background as possible, and on the 
streets leading down to Canal street, 
and the mills, the soldiers were al- 
lowed above the ropes which form 
the dead line to the mill district. 

Just as soon as the parade passed, 
the guard line was moved forward 
again to the junction of these streets 
with Kssex street. 

Colonel Sweetser and his staff were 
at the head of Amesbury street, upon 
which the armory is located, and as 
the strikers passed they again broke 
into demonstrations of anger. Shak- 
ing their fists and yelling, the great 
concourse filed by. 


Arrival of Haywood 

The teal excitement of the day came 
with the arrival of Haywood. At the 
railroad station the bands were wait- 
ing and thousands of people crusned. 
forward to get a look at the labor 
leader. They fell into the proces- 
sion, which acted as a gigantic body- 
guard. This parade passed through 
Common street to the strike head- 
quarters. 

From the windows of the club- 
rooms, Ettor dismissed the march- 
ers, and told them to meet again at 
the mass gathering on the common at 
2 o’clock in the afternoon. As quick- 
ly as they had gathered, they dis- 
persed. ; 

A tremendous ovation was given 
Haywood, and Ettor shared in the 
enthusiasm. Their words, spoken at 
the mass meeting, stirred anew the 
tumult that Ras been slumbering for 
the last few days. Under their joint 
leadership, the strike takes on an 
ominous tone. 

Strikers Urged to Unite 

Ettor at the mass meeting urged the 
strikers to unite. He acted as chair- 
man, and introduced Haywood, who 
followed the leader, who had exorted 
the strikers in Polish, Lithuanian 
and Italian. 

in closing his speech Haywood said: 
“Do not let the bosses divide you. 
Remember this eternal question will 
never be solved until you solve it 
yourselves. Let the mass of working 
people stand by their class, as the 
Other class stands by its class. Then 
we can always win what is right.” 

Thousands of waving arms and caps 
and the roar of thousands of cheer- 
ing voices broke the silence in which 
the Lawrence strikers had listened to 
the words of Haywood. The rumble 
of the cheer was audible blocks away,

SHERIFF WAS 
MISUNDERSTOOD 


Jinn Did Not Say Richason 
Was Dying In His Call 


HE EXPLAINS HIS REMARK 


Meant That He Knew Date Set For 
Murderer’s Execution—Members of 
Prison Committee of City Council 
Visit Condemned Man and Find Him 
Greatly Changed—Close Watch Is 
Kept Over Him 


Boston, Jan. 24.—Clarence V. T. 
Richeson is not dying in his cell in 
the Charles street jail, and neither 
does his present physical condition 
warrant any apprencnsion that he is 
in danger of death. 

Reports circulated to the effect that 
the man condemned to be electrocuted 
for the death of Avis Linnell is dy- 
ing were due to a misunderstanding of 
a remark dropped by Sheriff Quinn 
during the visit of the prison commit- 
tee of the city council to the jail. 

It was when the members of the 
council, accompanied by guests and 
city hall newspaper men, had been 
received by Quinn and were about to 
proceed to inspect the jail, that some- 
one remarked: “Among those we shall 
see is Richeson.” 

Sheriff Quinn replied: “Well, of 
course the members of the council 
are entitled-under the law to see 
Richeson the same as any other pris- 
oner, but I’ll have to confine the visit 
to the council. Newspaper men and 
others here I can’t permit to see 


Richeson. I regard Richeson as a dy- 
ing man. I think I know the date of 
his death.” 


What Quinn means by this remark, 
as he explained last night, was that 
he knew the date set for Richeson’s 
execution, and he intended nothing 
more by the statement. 

Richeson occupies cell No. 21, a 
large double cell on the second tier of 
the east wing. Quinn is taking abso- 
lutely no chances with Richeson. He 
is being guarded twenty-four hours a 
day. His guards work in short shifts 
and they are ordered to keep him in 
sight every minute. The negro, 
Butts, who is waiting trial for mur- 
der, is in the same cell with Riche- 
son. 

Sheriff Quinn took the five coun- 
cilmen in the cell with Richeson and 
they had an opportunity to talk with 
him., Before entering the cell Quinn 
requested them to say nothing to 
Richeson about the action of the gov- 
ernor’s council in the Phelps case. 
Richeson has not been informed, 
Quinn said, that Phelps’ sentence had 
not been commuted. 

Richeson was asked if he had any 
complaints to make of tne treatment 
he received. He said he: had not, 
that he held the sheriff and his guards 
in the highest esteem, and believed 
they were doing all they could for 
him. 

n the table in his cell was a copy 
of the Bible, Shakespeare, two'vol- 
umes of the “Life of St. Ignatius” 
and “Holy Living and Holy Dying.” 

As the members started to leave 
Richegon shook hands with each one 
and thanked them for coming to see 
him. 

They all said that they were much 

surprised at nis appearance. They 
had seen his picture in the papers 
and expected to see a tall, handsome 
man. 
“We were terribly surprised,” said 
one of the council. “He was very 
pale, and sallow. He had apparent- 
ly lost much weight, and he was sutf- 
tering mentally.” 

Richeson spends the day walking 
up and down his cell, with his hands 
behind his back and his head bent 
forward.

Paper Authorizing Electrocution of 
Richeson Is Prepared 
Boston, Jan. 23.—Clerk Manning ot 
the Suffolk superior criminal court 
has prepared the death warrant au- 
thorizing the electrocution of Clarence 
Vv. T. Richeson on May 19. Copies 
were sent to Governor Foss, Sheriff 
Quinn and Wurden Bridges of the 
state prison at Charlestown. Manning 
will keep one of the copies himself. 
Richeson was sentenced to death on 
Jan. 9, after he had pleaded guilty to 
murder in the first degree py giving 
cyanide of potassium to Avis Linnell.

Railroad Over the Sea 
Due to His Enterprise 


CREAT ENGINEERING FEAT 


Rallroad Forty-Six Miles Over Ocean 
to Key West In Operation 

Key West, Fla., Jan. 23.—A pas- 
senger train steaming over the sea 
from Knights Key to Key West, with 
the waves dashing and breaking but a 
few feet from the trucks, signalled 
the opening of the over-water exten- 
sion of the Florida East Coast rail- 
road, one of the most unique achieve- 
ments in railroading in the world. 

The train, running on a structure 
of masonry, combined for its passen- 
gers a railroad trip and sea voyage, 
for the terminus is forty-six miles 
from Florida’s mainland. 

The run was but a trial trip and 
marked the formal opening of the line 
and was the signal for the beginning 
of a three days’ celebration in which 
foreign warships and the fifth division 
of the United States Atlantic fleet are 
participating.

Passion vs. Judgment 
sa 

The strike in Lawrence yields very 
little, in the insistence of. both sides 
as to the right of their position. 

It is a sad situation, and conditions 
are not being relieved by the attempts 
to play politics so manifest in legis- 
lative inquiries suggested, political 
speeches, investigating orders, and in 
Governor and Secretary’s communi- 
cations. None of these things help 
to clear the air at all, for all have a 
flavor of insincerity, and an appeal to 
passion and prejudice that is very 
unwise. 

‘Lue poor people who are suffering 
so sadly " the sort of leadership in 
control of the Lawrence situation 
have other grievances than small 
wages and poor conditions. When 
they have fully come to themselves 
and carefully weighed all the phases 
of the intricate problem of the tex- 
tile industry at the present time, they 
will learn as those who are best in- 
formed now know, that it is an 
economic problem that confronts the 
manufacturer and his employees in 
running a textile mill at a profit. 

No more cruel and unfair statement 
has been issued in connection with 
the Lawrence strike than that sent 
forth by the Governor’s private sec- 
retary on Wednesday evening, in 
which he accused Mr. Wood of the 
American Woolen Company of being 
the cause of all the trouble, and of a 
failure to appreciate the tremendous 
responsibility resting upon him to 
make for better conditions for his 
working people. Those who are best 
informed, or who are at all informed 
about the real conditions, know that 
Mr. Wood has been an actual leader 
in the entire industrial field, both in 
increasing wages and improving con- 
ditions, 

The men in political life have al- 
ready done much more than they 
ought to have done in interference 
with industrial conditions associated 
with the textile business. If there is 
any sort of publicity that is really 
needed, it is the publicity that could 
be thrown wisely upon the motives of 
the cheap politician and the actions 
of the political bosses which are 
largely responsible for the present 
situation in Lawrence. The problem 
of immigration is an acute one, and 
there is no question about the un- 
American character of many of the 
people who are living in the textile 
centres at the present time. We can’t 
help the situation at all by such ap- 
peals to prejudice and passion from 
men in high places, as that which is 
set ‘before us by the Governor’s pri- 
vate secretary. The unfortunate part 
of the situation is that it has the ear- 
marks of the approval of the Gov- 
ernor himself; particularly in the 
light of the message which was sent 
yesterday to the Legislature by the 
Chief. Executive. 


A Promising Movement 


A local meeting of more than pass- 
ing significance was held on Wednes- 
day evening. Nearly fifty citizens 
were gathered at the town house, at 
the request of several gentlemen who 
felt that the time had come in An- 
dover when some movement should 
be made to improve the methods in 
control, and conditions surrounding 
the construction of highways in An- 
dover. 

The meeting was in no sense a pub- 
lic meeting, nor was it in any sense 
an exclusive meeting, the sole pur- 
pose of it being to get together 
enough men representing the differ- 
ent interests of the town to give care- 
ful consideration, and as full discus- 
sion as possible, to the problem, The 


aed 


very fact that it was unanimously 
agreed by those present that no ef- 
fort should be made to commit the 
town itself officially to the plan that 
was finally agreed upon, until the 
; Plan had been widely circulated and 
discussed, makes it very clear that in 
addition to the purpose of getting a 
new start in caring for the difficult 
problem of Andover’s streets, there 
is the added desire to have behind 
such a movement a united town; 
united not only in the effort to bring 
about results, but united in pushing 
the definite plan behind that effort. 

For many years, there has been 
“talk, talk, talk,” along the lines that 
have finally been agreed upon by the 
men who met in Wednesday’s con- 
ference. Talk without any definite 
aim seldom results in any good, and 
the talk about improving the high- 
ways has been no exception. The 
first step in this important change has 
been taken. The more important 
steps are yet ahead. As was well 
said bv one of tnose present who dis- 
cussed the question, a change in sys- 
tem and a consolidation of the de- 
nartments cannot in itself bring about 
perfect administration, but it can help. 
The most important thing behind it 
all, will be public sentiment. So far 
as can be learned, this is united in 
favor of the change. The vital thing 
is to have it carefully aroused to the 
need of, and in a position to thor 
oughly understand, the corrctions 
that are proposed. Under the plan 
as outlined by this preliminary con- 
ference, an opportunity for such un- 
derstanding is provided, and there 
can be no better theme of discussion 
for club, society, home, and street 
corner, than this, until it shall be 
thoroughly understood. 

The very idea of the original con- 
ference makes of that itself one of 
the most encouraging movements for 
a lone time. The general expression 
that more of these conferences should 
be held, touching other departments 
of the town, may bear fruit. Cer- 
tainly the first one was a promising 
beginning. 


Editorial Cinders 


It is too bad that one has to re- 
joice over the death of any man, and 
while the rejoicing must be always 
tinged with serious regret that con- 
ditions are such as to make the death 
necessary, as they are in this case, 
one cannot help rejoicing that there 
is backbone and courage in the Gov- 
ernor’s Council sufficient to withstand 
the attempts that have been made to 
save the life of the murderer Phelps. 
All sorts of twisted evidence and at- 
tempts to introduce “new testimony” 
have been resorted to in the effort of 
some people who> have thought it 
wise to interfere in the case, to save 
the man’s life. The work that the 
Governor’s Council has done in this 
particular case gives renewed con- 
fidence to people who believe in the 
majesty and dignity of the law. 

The several serious coasting acci- 
dents call attention to the danger that 
may come from this simple pastime. 
The streets have been ideal for the 
fun, and hundreds of boys and girls 
have availed themselves of the op- 
portunity, but when the streets be- 
come overcrowded and the long, 
dangerous slides are indulged in, such 
as it is possible to indulge in on the 
hills of Andover, it needs a pretty 
cool head and strong arm to be sure 
that the swiftly moving double- 
runner does not run away with its 
occupants. It is certainly no proper 
fun for the small children at a time 
when the older ones are using the 
coast.

The sport of coasting which has 
been so much enjoyed by the young 
people of the town during the past 
week received a sad check on Mon- 
day night when two serious accidents 
took place, one on Phillips street, and 
the other near the James J. Abbott 
place on Andover street.

a compound fracture of the leg when 
the big double-runner on which they 
were descending the hill suddenly be- 
came unmanageable and finally over- 
turned in the gutter, near the house of 
Jokn L. Phillips.

the party were severely shaken up, 
but fortunately Miss Sullivan was the 
only one who was seriously injured. 
She was speedily removed to Mr.

IMPORTANT CONFERENCE 


Interested Citizens Discuss Highways 
and Plan to Improve Service 


At the instigation of several citi- 
zens, an informal conference was 
held in the lower town hall on Wed- 
nesday eventing to consider and sug- 
gest some method of improving An- 
dover highways. 

The meeting was presided over by 
John N. Cole, and every person pres- 
ent expressed views upon the ques- 
tion of consolidating the different.de- 
partments of the town under a newly 
created Board of Public Works. At 
the close of the discussion it was in- 
formally voted by those present to 
have a sub-committee prepare a bill 
and present it to the Legislature, 
which would authorize the creation 
of a new Board of Public Works, 
which should take over the work of 
the present Board and add to it the 
control of the Highway department, 
the control of the present Park de- 
partment, and the work of the pres- 
ent committee on Street Lighting. 

The conference was in no sense a 
public one, but as stated by the pre- 
siding officer, was arranged in just 
the same spirit that a neighborhood 
gathering would get together to pro- 
mote any particular thing in which 
they were interested. The large 
number present thought that the 
question under discussion was con- 
sidered to be a very vital one. In 
the discussion it was suggested that 
the Fire Department be also in- 
cluded, but the large majority of 
those present believed that depart- 
ment should be kept under its pres 
ent control, and the work of the 
Board of Public Works be confined 
entirely to the administration and 
work associated with the town’s high- 
wavs and public works. 

The unanimity of feeling which, 
was finally expressed in unanimous 
votes on all the various propositions 
which resulted in the above recom- 
mendation, showed that the town is 
thoroughly alive to the need of some 
change that shall bring about better 
roads and better care of existing 
roads.

Scottish Songs Draw a Large Gathering to Town Hall under 


auspices of Clan Johnston 


“Today be every fault forgiven 
Of: him in whom we joy; 
We take, with thanks, the gold of Heaven, 


And leave the earth's alloy.

Goethe, talking one day with a 
friend on the conditions amid which 
a talent may be most speedily and 
happily developed, instanced among 
those conditions the necessity of a 
great deal of intellect and sound cul- 
ture- being current in a nation. Pro- 
ceeding to illustrate his position by 
the case of Burns, he asked concern- 
ing him: “How is he great, except 
through the circumstance that the 
whole songs of his predecessors lived 
in the mouth of the people that they 
were, so to speak, sung at his cradle: 
that as a boy, he grew up amongst 
them, and the high excellence of 
these models so pervaded him that 
he had therein a living basis on which 
he could proceed further? Again, 
why is he great, but from this, that 
his own songs at once found sus- 
ceptible ears amongst his compatriots, 
that sung by reapers and sheafbind- 
ers, they at once greeted him in the 
fields, and his boon companions sang 
them to welcome him at the ale- 
house?” 


——— 


The immense audience that gath- 
ered in the Town hall last Friday eve- 
ning paid further tribute to his great- 
ness as a song-writer, for it as a song- 
writer that Burns is pre-eminently 
great. The committee in charge of 
the event had spared no expense to 
make the 153rd anniversary of the 
poet’s birth a success, and an enjoy- 
able evening resulted. It was 153 
years ago yesterday that 


“A cauld blast o’ Janwar win’ 
- Blew hansel in on Robin.” 


The concert opened with a medley 
of Scottish melodies by the Colum- 
bian orchestra. The selections were 
of the more modern composers, in- 
cluding many of Harry Lauder’s 
songs, and failed to arouse the audi- 
ence as do “The Auld. Scotch Sangs.” 

Chief Arthur G. Innes welcomed 
the gathering to the celebration, and 
said: 

“Ladies and Gentlemen: On behalf 
of the officers and members of Clan 
Johnston, I extend to one and all a 
very “rearty welcome to our celebra- 
tion of the anniversary of the birth 
of Robert Burns, Scotland’s beloved 
and immortal poet. 

“It has always been, and still : 

| 


‘| customary on such occasions as this, 


for some able person to give an eulogy 
on the subject of their celebration; 
but it is no intention of mine, what- 
ever, to attempt such an tndertaking, 
which to be proper, requires a lan- 
guage that is far beyond my limited | 
knowledge to expound to you; and 
again, it is almost unnecessary, as 
the gifted powers of this most re- 
markable genius are known all over 
the civilized world. But I may be 
pardoned, however, if I do make but 
a few very brief comments, which, 
under the circumstances, may be con- 
sidered appropriate. 

The memory, the genius and the 
poetry of Burns’ writings, stand out 
conspicuous and unique in the light 
of Scottish history, and among the 
literary men of that country. Their 
effect and influence proved to be an 
ethical force to raise and stimulate 
the people of Scotland with a greater 
incentive. 

“Born of humble, honest, and in- 
dustrious parents, in comparative ob- 
scurity, away from the busy haunts 
of men, it is significant that many of 
his most beautiful lyric gems breathe 
the outpourings of a tender, sympath- | 
etic heart. His descriptive power of | 
animated nature and of the rural walk 
in which he lived, glows with a pathos 


and tenderness of feeling, true to 
nature, as it was picturesque, sub- 
lime; as well as divine in sentiment, 
in its appeal to the highest spirit of 
our nature. The sentiments of Robbie 
Burns, written at a period, which has 
been historically termed a darkened 
period, in the religious and social life 
of Scotland’s history—these condi- 
tions, as they presented themselves 
to the keen, ready wit of Burns’ pene- 
trating mind, were themes galore for 
the versatility and satire of his pen— 
his best known works being inimitable 
productions of the comedy side of 
Scottish character. 

Gifted with a genius beyond com- 
parison in his time, the ploughman 
bard could not be hidden in rural 
haunts. The civil and professional 
dignitaries of Scotland’s learned 
circles, sought to do him homage, and 
he was ushered into a whirlwind of 
fetes and suppers, which are now 
ooked upon as being most regrettable 
ncidents of his life. Burns, after all, 
-elonged to-the masses, and although 
Scotland justly claims him as their 
swn, his sentiments are the senti- 
ments of American brotherhood, and 
we claim him as the poet of the 
people, the poet of the world. His 
yric compositions, as they will be 
rendered by our artists here tonight, 
will more fittingly illustrate his 
genius in this respect, than mere 
words of mine could possibly do jus- 
tice to. 

“These few comments will, I hope, 
convey to your mind, the true senti- 
ments and chief characteristics of the 
man, whose sacred memory we are 
here assembled to honor. And now, 
Ladies and Gentlemen, as we have 
more important and pleasing functions 
ahead of us, which I am sure you are 
all more than impatiently waiting for, 
I will conclude by again thanking you 
ali for your kind patronage and sin- 
cerely trusting that everyone will 
spend an enjoyable evening, and hop- 
ing to see you all again at future cele- 
brations.” 


Then followed Burns’ natal song, 
“There was a Lad,” sung as a quartet 
by the soloists, which was well ren- 
dered and loudly applauded. 

William Fullerton of New York, the 
tenor soloist, sang “Bonnie Wee 
Thing.” and “The Lea Rig,” both 
beautiful compositions of the poet 
Burns. He appeared at his best in 
the latter, although encored in both 
his efforts. It was. his first appear- 
ance before an Andover audience. 

Miss Esther Hood, who has sung 
with many of the leading concert 
companies in Scotland, was the sop- 
rano soloist and from the popular 
point of view was accorded the great- 
est applause of the evening, She has 
a voice of great power, and was en- 
cored twice on each of her offerings. 
“Comin’ thro the Rye” particularly 
pleased the audience, 

Miss Adelaide Griggs, soloist for 
the Boston Handel and Haydn So- 
ciety again delighted her many ad- 
mirers here, and her singing of “Ye 
Banks and Braes,” was the work of an 
artist. “Jock 0’ Hazeldean,” and 
“Caller Herrin’” gave her an oppor- 
tunity to display the beauties of her 
voice. 

The committee was fortunate in se- 
curing the services of W. L. Cock- 
burn, of Boston, the bass soloist. Mr. 
Cockburn has made a very enviable 
reputation in Great Britain as an ora- 
torio soloist, having sung with many 
of the principal choral societies there, 
and was for eight consecutive sea- 
sons the bass soloist in the Messiah 
at the concerts of the Glasgow Cor- 
poration. He was as much at home 
with the songs of Burns as with the 
dificult arias in Handel, and it is 
rarely that Andover people have the 
opportunity of hearing such a vocal- 
ist in Scottish songs. He has a voice 
of great range and power and was 
especially pleasing in “MacGregor’s

The Punchard Entertainment 


The second in the series of Punch- 
ard entertainments took place on 
Wednesday evening in the town hall.

learned them from a book but from 
mouth to mouth. The wind whispers 
them, the birds whistle them, the corn 
barley and bullrushes hoarsely rustle 
them, nay, the music boxes of Geneva 
are framed and toothed ‘to play them, 
the hand organs of the Savoyards in 
all cities repeat them and the chimes 
of bells ring them in the spires. They 
are the property and the solace of 
mankind.” 


I have said enough to show that 
it is not only a few Scotch people 
that cherish the memory of Robert 
Burns. 


When I notice that some of our 
Boston papers speak of the author 
of “A man’s a man for a’ that” as 
Bobbie Burns, I wonder if these great 
learned folks who fill their papers 
with uncouth childish pictures of men 
and women, chiefly women, ever read 
Burns’ poems. There is an idea 
amongst people who should be better 
informed that the Scotch dialect is 
rude, vulgar, and not polite and when 
these ultra refined folks try to say 
Scotch words they sound them harsh- 
ly and make a noise like a Fourth of 
July trumpet. 

On the contrary the language used 
by Burns in his best pieces lends it- 
self to music and the fine air along 
with the kindly graphic words makes 


Scotch songs wear and not grow old. | 5 
‘never laughed at the man who said, 


Nature never grows old. The young 
mother thinks that her child is the 
only precious thing in the world. For 
60 years I have read more or less of 
the great Scottish part songs and 
poems.

Burns gives us the song 
they sang and we are all, I trust, 
singing it today. If not, there is

beats every drinking song that I know. 


I have heard a few German and 
French songs in praise of Bacchus, 
but the very chorus Burns gives 
makes you know the smell of the 
Scotch whisky.

The cock may craw, the day may 
daw,

No settlement of the strike dif- 
ficutry has been reached this week. 
The 3 rospects for a peaceful solution 
seemed bright on Wednesday night 
when a conference was arranged be- 
tween the strike committee and the 
mill «fficials, but the meeting ended 
in fat.ure, as the officials had author- 
“4 to deal only with représentatives 
of treir respective mills, and the 
strikers demand that the affair be 
deaht with as regards the whole force 
or renuees irrespective of any one 
mill. 


The week has been marked by the 


discovery of dynamite in an Oak 
street house, followed by the arrest 
of several parties alleged to be con 


nected with it. The strikers insist 
that.the explosive was “planted” and 
an investigation is going on. 

There has been no special outburst 
on the part of the strikers. The 
militia continues to guard the mill 
sections of the-city, and stands ready 
for action if any trouble eomes. 


The icemen are taking advantage 
of the weather, and harvesting the 
ice for the year.

When it is recalled that tuber- 
culosis causes about one-third of 
the deaths that occur between 
the ages of twenty and fifty 
years it becomes at once appar- 
ent what an enormous influence 
the suppression of this one dis- 
ease must exercise upon the de- 
velopment and progress of socie- 
ty. The eradication of tubercu- 
losis is among the chief ends to 
be accomplished by all the agen- 
cies which are striving to uplift 
human society and to make its 
individual units more efticient 
and self sustaining. Hence the 
conquest of tuberculosis becomes 
the proper field of endeavor for 
the statesman, legislator, physi- 
cian and layman.

HADLEY GOES 
TO ROOSEVELT 


Wants to Be His Running 
Mate on National Ticket 


OPENLY DESERIS PRESIDENT 


Defection of Governor of Missouri 
Considered Evidence That He Picks 
Ex-President as Winner—Had Been 
Talked of as Candidate For Vice 
Presidency With Taft—Sharp Cam- 
paign For Delegates Has Begun 


Washington, Jan. 25.—Governor 
Hadley of Missouri is making a direct 
bid for a ticket of Roosevelt and Had- 
ley, in the opinion of thoroughly well- 
informed men who read the announce- 
ment if the Missouri governor's ap- 
peal for Rousevelt votes in his state. 
The governor has had some contro- 
versies with the Taft men in Mis- 
sourt over various appointments, 
which have sharpened his desire to 
align himself with Roosevelt. He is 
a natural insurgent, and a year or 
so ago the Kansas City Star instituted 
the Hadley boom for president. This 
failed to make much progress and 
eventually was dropped. 

About two months ago Hadley visit- 
ed Washington and his friends put in 
some good work for him as a candi- 
date for the vice presidency with 
Taft. The proposition was well re- 
ceived by the Taft.men.and. the gov- 
ernor went back with the understand- 
ing that Missouri would support him 
loyally for the vice presidency and do 
what she could for Hadley in other 
states without causing too much fric- 
tion. This was the understanding 
alike of the governor and the Taft 
men of his state. 

About two weeks ago reports came 
from Missouri that Hadley wag talk- 
ing Roosevelt, and some ten days ago 
the friends of the president became 
assured in their own minds that be- 
fore long the governor would desert 
the president for the ex-president. 
They were not surprised, therefore, 
to learn that Hadley had given out a 
statement at Jefferson City favoring 
the nomination of Roosevelt and in- 
dicating that in the governor’s opin- 
fon “a large majority of the Republi- 
cans of Missouri” prefer Roosevelt to 
Tatit. 

Governor Hadley’s defection is re- 
garded as serious to the Taft cause 
for several reasons, chief of which is 
that it shows clearly that the shrewd 
Hadley has picked Roosevelt as a 
winner. The Taft men do not deny 
that the governor will have a strong 
following in his own state. They ex- 
pect a hard fight in Missouri, with 
probable loss of part of the Missouri 
delegation. They do not concede, 
however, that the governor can take 
the state away from them. 

The contest for delegates to the na- 
tional convention is beginning all 
along the line. It will grow in in- 
tensity during the next two months. 
The Taft people here profess to be 
greatly pleased with the outlook. 
They say that their advices from every 
section of the country lead them to 
believe that the president will be very 
generally indorsed. 

In some well informed quarters 
there is still the expectation that 
Roosevelt will make a statement with- 
in the next two or three weeks. Many 
of his admirers here at the Capitol 
say that he cannot afford to work un- 
der cover for delegates.

Washington, Jan. 22.—Senator Al- 
bert B. Cummins of Iowa, progressive 
Republican, formally announced his 
condidacy for the Republican presi- 
dential nomination in a statement in 
which he says that if the Republicans 
of lowa believe him a fit man to urge 
before the Chicago convention he will 
accept their decision. 


FINE OF $55,000 


Imposed Upon Standard Oil For Vio- 
lating tnterstate Law 

Buffalo, Jan. 24.—The Standard 
Oil company of New York was tined 
$55,000 by Judge Hazel in the United 
States district court in this city for 
143 violations of the interstate com- 
merce law in accepting rate conces- 
sions in 1904 and 1905 from the Penn- 
sylvania and New York Central rail- 
roads on shipments of oil from Olean, 
N. Y.,’to Burlington, Vt. 

Both ratlroads had previously been 
fined. The maximum possible fine in 
the Standard Oil case would have been 
$2,850,000, according to United 
States-District Attorney O’Brien, who 
secured the conviction. :
